A Startling Statem ent, Backed by Official 
Facts 
and F igu res—The World Owes 
Every Man a Job and the Leader o f the 
Rochester M ovem ent Shows How It Can 
Re Got. 


The saddest cry the world around is 
the cry of the unemployed.

The Curse of Labor. 
"The corse of labor is overproduc­ 
tion.” 
! 
That is not true, 
There is no such thing as overproduc­ 
tion with a million human needs un­ 
supplied. 
No overprodnction of shoes with chil­ 
dren's feet bare; no overproduction of 
furniture with unfurnished homes ; no 
overproduction of carpets 
with bare 
floors. 
The three million and a half dollars 
being spent in the saloons of Rochester 
this year is wasted. 
Applying the test 
in paragraph two it 
is worse than 
wasted. 
Suppose one million dollars of that 
money was spent for clothing; you 
would hear nothing more of overpoduc- 
tion in clothing. 
Suppose a half million more was spent 
for shoes, another half million for dry 
goods, another half million for furni­ 
ture, etc , you would hear nothing more 
of overprodnction in those lines of in­ 
dustry. 
And one thing more you would not 
hear of—an overproduction of men. 
We don’t have to go outside of Ro­ 
chester to prove that.

The m en’s clothing indus- j 
try, with $300,000 less capital invested, 
pay $1,501,000 iii wages and employ 3,132 | 
hands.

The boot and shoe industry in Roches- 
ter, with $3.281,(HJO capital invested, ! 
about one-half the amount invested in 
breweries, pay $2,031,000 in wages and 
employ 4.868 hands.

One-half the investment in the shoe 
industry employs eleven times as many 
hands and pays five times as much iu 
wages as the beer industry. 
The same investment that gives em ­ 
ployment to 434 men in the breweries of 
Rochester would give employment to 
9,736 hands if it was invested in making 
shoes. 
The picture frame factories of Roches­ 
ter, with thirty-two times less capital 
invested, employs 24 more hands than 
the breweries, and with the same amount 
of money invested would employ 13,000 
help. 
Apply these facts to the country at 
larg e ; divide the mouey uow spent in 
the saloons among the twenty leading 
necessaries of life, aud it would require 
four hundred million dollars more raw 
material than is uow used in the m anu­ 
facture of drink to manufacture them 
and give employment to 1,347,000 more 
men.

T he storm of public p ro test ag ain st 
th e D reyfus decision, w hich has sw ept 
over A m erica w ith m ore force, p er­ 
haps, th an an y w h ere else, aroused at 
first grave doubts in th e m inds of 
m any who Intended to visit or exhibit 
a t th e P aris exposition of 1900 w hether 
they m ight not b e tte r reconsider th eir 
plans. On the p art of exhibitors, says 
th e New York T ribune, the question 
w as doubly Im portant. 
T hey asked 
them selves w heth er th e outraged feel­ 
ings which have been aroused all over 
th e w orld by th e Iniquitous D reyfus 
decision m ight not keep so m any visit­ 
ors aw ay from th e exposition th a t It 
w ould hardly be w orth w hile to dis 
play th eir goods. T hey w ere also con­ 
jectu rin g w hether a country w hich 
m ight possibly subm it to having Its 
tem ple of ju stice tu rn ed into a m oral 
sham bles by a clique of arm y generals 
w ould be able to g u aran tee the safety 
of the goods to be exhibited from the 
incendiarism of an alw ay s possible 
P aris mob. 
Am ong th e prospective A m erican ex ­ 
hibitors are m any H ebrew m erchants 
and m an u factu rers, and som e of them 
perhaps fe a r th a t so long as anti-S e­ 
m itic hatred m ight influence F rance to 
th e defeat of equity and honor and n a­ 
tional dignity th eir lives and property 
m ight not be safe from actual violence 
should th e m ob leaders u n dertake for 
any sin ister purpose to stir up the en ­ 
m ity of th e riffraff of P aris ag a in st 
them . T he question also arose, w ould 
any French judge of exhibits venture 
to aw ard a prize to a H ebrew rival of 
a G aelic exhibitor in a city w hose dead 
w alls are plastered w ith placards like 
these: “ D ow n w ith the JewHC” “Buy 
nothing from a Jew !” “ Spit ou tile 
Jew s!” “D eath to th e Jew s!” 
Then, again, prospective exhibitors, 
w ho are not H ebrew s, w ere worried at 
first by the know ledge th a t m any H e­ 
brew s are determ ined fighters, full of 
grit aud courage, and the fiercer tile 
hatred of them grow s and the more 
their enem ies threaten, the more d eter­ 
m ined they would become to display 
their w ares a t th at very exhibition 
and carry off as m any prizes as possi­ 
ble. 
Therefore, it could Im* depended 
upon, they imagine, th a t some H ebrew 
would provide th a t identical form of 
provocation for the French Jew bait­ 
ers 
which 
nervous exhibitors 
most 
dreaded, and if a P aris mob should 
once Jiegin to vent its spite upon the 
exhibits of Hebrew’s, it. would not stop 
to discriminate. 
Moreover, anarchists, 
w ho love destruction for destruction’s 
sake, and form a large part of every 
P aris mob, m ight be expected to see 
th a t no discrim ination was made, but 
th a t all they could reach mingled in 
one red ruin. 
These are some of th e uncom fortable 
thoughts which, 
when the D reyfus 
verdict w as first announced, disturbed 
flu* minds of m any A m ericans who 
had already gone to considerable e x ­ 
pense in preparing for the exhibition. 
O ik* of the largest items of their ex­ 
pense. so far, lias been the outlay for 
showcases. 
Many thousands of dollars 
have been already laid out in this way 
alone. 
No expense has been.spared to 
m ake tin* show cases handsome, strik- 
, 
lug and especially adapted in their 
shape to display goods to the best a d ­ 
vantage in the {somewhat circum scrib­ 
ed space allotted for the exhibition 
purposes. 
Many A m ericans have caus­ 
ed special goods to Im* m anufactured 
for the P aiis W o rld s fair, and to 
w it! I raw their exhibits now would 
entail a loss, but th a t loss a t this early 
stage of the scheme would be light, 
they 
thought, com pared 
with 
w hat 
might happen if ti raging anti-Semitic 
mob should start ti riot in Paris while 
the exhibition w as going on and while 
tin* only force t Hat could be trusted to 
m aintain order w as an arm y, some of 
whose generals w ere corrupt, and a 
police force that would allow a single 
Guerin to defy it and m ake a laughing 
stock of it before the whole world, for 
w eeks aud weeks together. 
B ut cool reflection has led A m ericans 
to tak e a more hopeful view of the sit­ 
uation. 
They see that France has so 
m uch to lose by a failure of her exhi­ 
bition and so m uch to gain in this and 
countless other w ays by restoring ju s­ 
tice to her proper pedestal and by hu­ 
m iliating those who would m ake a 
mock of her before the world that it 
seems to be impossible th a t she should 
not tak e the necessary steps to set her­ 
self right before all the civilized na­ 
tions. 
T he exhibition is still a consul 
erable w ay off, and a few weeks, even 
a few days,

m ake an entire 
change in the fate of D reyfus and the 
condition of ids persecutors,

FRANCE AND HER FAIR. 


Effect of the Dreyfus C ase on 
the E xposit;-.!.

The storm of public protest against 
the Dreyfus decision, which has swept 
over America with more force, per­ 
haps, than anywhere else, aroused at 
first grave doubts In the minds of 
many who intended to visit or exhibit 
at the Paris exposition of IWK) whether 
they might not better reconsider their 
plans. Ou the part of exhibitors, says 
the New York Tribune, the question 
was doubly Important. 
They asked 
themselves whether the outraged feel­ 
ings which have been aroused all over 
the world by the iniquitous Dreyfus 
decision might not keep so many visit­ 
ors away from the exposition that It 
would hardly be worth while to dis­ 
play their goods. They were also con­ 
jecturing whether a country which 
might possibly submit to having its 
temple of Justice turned into a moral 
shambles by a clique of army generals 
would be able to guarantee the safety 
of the goods to be exhibited from the 
Incendiarism of an always possible 
Paris moi). 
Among the prospective American ex­ 
hibitors are many Hebrew merchants 
and manufacturers, and some of them 
perhaps fear that so long as anti-Se­ 
mitic hatred might influence France to 
the defeat of equity and honor and na­ 
tional dignity their lives and property 
might not be safe from actual violence 
should the mob leaders undertake for 
any sinister purpose to stir up the en­ 
mity of the riffraff of Paris against 
them. The question also arose, would 
any French judge of exhibits venture 
to award a prize to a Hebrew rival of 
a Gaelic exhibitor in a city whose dead 
walls are plastered with placards like 
these; “Down with the JewdC” “Buy 
nothing from a Jew!” “Spit on the 
Jews!” “Death to tile Jews!” 
Then, again, prospective exhibitors, 
who are not Hebrews, were worried at 
first by the knowledge that many He­ 
brews are determined fighters, full of 
grit aud courage, and the fiercer the 
hatred of them grows and the more 
their enemies threaten, the more deter­ 
mined they would become to display 
their wares at that very exhibition 
arui carry off as many prizes as possi­ 
ble. 
Therefore, it could be depended 
upon, they imagine, that some Hebrew 
would provide that identical form of 
provocation for the French Jew bait­ 
ers which nervous exhibitors most 
dreaded, and if a Paris mob should 
once begin to vent its spite upon the 
exhibits of Hebrews, it would not stop 
to discriminate. 
Moreover, anarchists, 
who love destruction for destruction’s 
sake, and form a large part of every 
Paris mob, might be expected to see 
that no discrimination was made, but 
that all they could reach mingled in 
one red ruin. 
These are sonic of the uncom fortable 
thoughts 
which, 
when the Dreyfus 
verdict was first announced, disturbed 
the minds of many Americans who 
had already gone to considerable ex­ 
pense in preparing for the exhibition. 
One of the largest items of their ex­ 
pense. so far, lias been the outlay for 
showcases. 
Many thousands of dollars 
have been already laid out in this way 
alone. 
No expense lins b een.spared to 
m ake the showcases handsome, strik ­ 
ing and especially adapted in their 
shape to display goods to the best a d ­ 
vantage in the ^somewhat circum scrib­ 
ed space allotted for the exhibition 
purposes. 
Many A m ericans have caus­ 
ed special goods to be m anufactured 
for the 
Pal is W orlds fair, and to 
wit! Ii aw their exhibits now 
would 
entail a loss, but that loss a t this early 
stage of the scheme would be light, 
they 
thought, compared 
with 
what 
m ight happen if a raging anti-Semitic 
mob should start a riot in Paris while 
the exhibition was going on and while 
the only force that could be trusted to 
m aintain order was an arm y, some of 
whose generals wore corrupt, and a 
police force that would allow a single 
Guerin to defy it and m ake a laughing 
stock of it before the whole world, for 
w eeks and weeks together. 
But cool reflection lins led Americans 
to take a more hopeful view of the sit­ 
uation. 
They see that France lias so 
much to lose by a failure of lier exhi­ 
bition and so much to gain in this and 
countless other ways by restoring jus­ 
tice to lier proper pedestal and by hu­ 
miliating those who would make a 
mock of lier before the world that it 
seems to be impossible that she should 
not take the necessary steps to set her­ 
self right before all the civilized na­ 
tions. The exhibition is still a consid­ 
erable way off, and a few' weeks, even 
a fewr days, may 
make an entire 
change in the fate of Dreyfus and the 
condition of ids persecutors, 
lf France 
•loos take steps toward that end, would 
be exhibitors feel that the Paris fair

Government Sending Emergency 
Rations to the Philippines.

Just by w hy of experim ent the war 
departm ent is sending to Manila 25,000 
pounds of a new kind of emergency 
ration. 
It is stuff that com es in one 
pound cans aud is understood to be 
composed of m eat and vegetables, des­ 
iccated so as to be extrem ely compact 
and highly condensed. 
When wanted 
for eating, it is crumbled in a pint of 
cold w ater and boiled live minutes, the 
result being a thick and nutritious por­ 
ridge. 
T he latter, wheu cold, may be 
aliced for frying, like mush. Professors 
Chittenden of Yale and A tw ater of 
W esleyan have analyzed the substance 
aud com m ended it strongly. 
Much ic “at being undesirable as food 
for tro< 
i so torrid a clim ate as that 
of the i 
uppines, the subsistence bu­ 
reau of the army is trying to introduce 
lighter articles of diet for consum p­ 
tion by Yankee soldiers in the eastern 
archipelago. 
Dried boneless ccdtish by 
the ton is being shipped from Boston 
to Manila, and pickled whitefish aud 
other fishes in brine are being for­ 
warded likewise, not to mention large 
quantities of canned salmon. 
These 
are furnished to the l»oys in “khaki 
in place of beef or pork to a considera­ 
ble extent, 
the daily allow ance for 
cue man being 14 ounces of codfish 
or IO ounces of canned salm on or 18 
ounces of pickled fish. 
I wo ounces of 
prunes or dried apples or evaporated 
peaches are supplied also as part of 
the regular ration for health’s sake. 
The w ar department is most a n x i o u s 
to hurry lip the building of the pro­ 
posed 
refrigerating 
and 
ieemaking 
plant at Manila, and everything will 
be done to hasten its construction, loo 
much em phasis cannot la* laid on the 
importance of this enterprise in its ref­ 
erence to the health and w elfare of the 
American troops, and great regret is 
felt that it is not already completed 
and 
in 
operation. 
A 
contract 
was 
awarded to a New York linn the othei 
day 
for 
the 
ieemaking 
machinery, 
w hich will be shipped to the Philip­ 
pines as soon as it can be got ready. 
The structure that is to house it has 
not been begun as yet, but it will stand 
on the south side of the Pasig river, 
betw eeeu the Espana bridge aud the 
suspension bridge. 
T he plant will be on an immense 
scale, as may be judged from the tact 
that space will be provided for hang­ 
ing 1,200 tons of boof and 200 tons of 
mutton, 
lf desired, one-half of this 
vast quantity 
may be kept chilled, 
w hile the other half will tie held frozen 
at 12 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The refrig 
eratiou will be a c c o m p l i s h e d in tile oi 
dinary manner, by the expansion of 
am m onia gas 
m anufactured 
on 
the 
premises. 
Ice will tie turned out at a 
w onderful rate—nearly 100,000 pounds 
every 24 hours, or more than two 
pounds per diem for every officer aud 
man in the army. Imagine what a com ­ 
fort it will be in that tropical climate! 
But the ieem aking apparatus will oc­ 
cupy only a small part of the building, 
relatively speaking. 
The building itself will be severely 
plain, being designed rather for utility 
than for architectural effect. Through 
it, from end to end, will run a d iDe- 
w ay, with platform s on either side for 
loading wagons. 
On the left of this 
drivew ay, as one enters, will lie a room 
128 by 32 feet, to hold 50 tons of butter 
and IOO tons of bacon. The rest of the 
lower floor on that side will lie occu­ 
pied by four rooms equally large for 
beef. 
On the right hand side of the 
drivew ay will be offices, elevators, a 
great room for the storage of ice, the 
m achine room and an ieem aking room 
IOO feet square, the floor of which last 
will be composed of a series of long 
and 
narrow 
tanks, 
sheathed 
inside 
w ith iron places and filled with filtered 
water. Behind the plates will run coils 
of pipes, 
through 
which 
expanding 
am m onia gas will flow’, freezing the 
w ater in the tanks into solid blocks. 
On the second floor of the building 
w ill be five huge rooms, four of them 
for beef and one for mutton, while the 
space over the driveway will be devot­ 
ed to the storage of canned goods, pota­ 
toes and onions.

house provisions for the entire Am* ii 
can army of 403 kXi men

latest in th*- way of refrigerating ap 
parutus, which will shortly proceed to 
the eastern seas and take up this biisi 
ness of meat transportation for the 
government, plying between the island 
continent and Luzon.

A. Bienkowski of Yuma, A. T., has 
ev olv ed a new scheme whereby he may 
i ot ral the elusiv e dollars. He proposes 
to start an egret farm and comluet the 
same on the principle of an ostrich 
farm, say s tlie Yuma Sentinel. 
The 
egret is a tropical bird of the heron 
family and Is found in great ahun- 
da nee at the mouth of the (Colorado 
riv er. 
It has a white crest, the feath­ 
ers of .wfiich are v alued at $.32 an 
ounce. 
It has been ftgurod out that 
20 birds will y ield an ounce of feath­ 
ers twice a y ear, or ten birds will y ield 
an ounce of feathers ev ery y ear, which 
would be $32 a y ear for ten birds. 
The birds hav e been and are being 
killed for their feathers, and as a con- 
se<|uence they will soon be ex tinct. 
Bienkowski proposes to fence 150 acres 
of m arshy land along the riv er bot­ 
tom near Yuma and dom esticate the 
egret. 
He thinks this could be done 
by clipping their wings. 
He has sev ­ 
eral birds in his possession now, and 
they seem to stand captiv ity well and 
are easily tam ed. The scheme is feasi­ 
ble.

EGRET FARM PROJECTED. 


Art sofia Man W ill K aiso B irds For 
T h e ir Feathers. 
A. Bionkowski of Yuma, A. T., has 
evolved a uew scheme whereby he may 
conal the elusive dollars. He proposes 
to start an egret farm and conduct the 
same on the principle of an ostrich 
farm, says the Yuma Sentinel. 
The 
egret is a tropical bird of the heron 
family and is found in great abun­ 
dance at the mouth of the Colorado 
river. 
It has a white crest, the feath­ 
ers of .which are valued at $32 an 
ounce. 
It has been figured out that 
20 birds will yield an ounce of feath­ 
ers twice a year, or ten birds will yield 
an ounce of feathers every year, which 
would be $32 a year for ten birds. 
The birds have been and are being 
killed for their feathers, and as a con­ 
sequence they will soon be extinct. 
Bienkowski proposes to fence 150 acres 
of marshy land along the river bot­ 
tom near Yuma and domesticate the 
egret.

The storm of public protest against 
the Dreyfus decision, which has swept 
over America with more force, per­ 
haps, than anywhere else, aroused at 
first grave doubts in the minds of 
many who Intended to visit or exhibit 
a t the Paris exposition of IWX) whether 
they might not better reconsider their 
plans. Ou the part of exhibitors, says 
the New York Tribune, the question 
was doubly Important. 
They asked 
themselves w hether the outraged feel­ 
ings which have been aroused all over 
the world by the iniquitous Dreyfus 
decision might not keep so many visit­ 
ors away from the exposition that It 
would hardly la* worth will ie to dis­ 
play their goods. They were also con­ 
jecturing whether a country which 
might possibly submit to having its 
temple of justice turned Into a moral 
shambles by a clique of arm y generals 
would be able to guarantee tile safety 
of tile goods to be exhibited from the 
Incendiarism of an always possible 
Paris mob. 
Among tile prospective American ex­ 
hibitors are many Hebrew merchants 
and manufacturers, and some of them 
perhaps fear t lint so long as nntl-Se- 
mitic hatred might Influence France to 
the defeat of equity ami honor and na­ 
tional dignity their lives and property 
might not lie safe from actual violence 
should the mob leaders undertake for 
any sinister purpose to stir up tile en­ 
mity of tile riffraff of Paris against 
them. The question also arose, would 
any French Judge of exhibits venture 
to award a prise to a Hebrew rival of 
a Gaelic exhibitor In a city whose dead 
walls are plastered with placards like 
these: “Down with the .1«*v\ .-t;’’ “ Huy 
untiling from a Jew!" “ Spit on the 
Jews!" “I teat Ii to the Jews!” 
Then, again, prospective exhibitors, 
who are not Hebrews, were worrit'd at 
first by the knowledge that many He­ 
brews are determined fighters, full of 
grit aud courage, and the fiercer the 
Ilatr»*d of them grows and the more 
their enemies threaten, tin* more deter­ 
mined they would tM*eon?e to display 
their wares at that very exhibition 
and carry off as many prises as possi­ 
ble. 
Therefore, it could la* depended 
upon, they imagine, that some Hebrew 
would provide that identical form of 
provocation for the French Jew bait­

Just by why of experim ent the war 
departm ent is sending to Manila 25,000 
pounds of a new kind of em ergency 
ration. 
It is stuff th at com es iii one 
pound cans aud is understood to be 
co m p o se d of meat aud vegetables, des­ 
iccated so as to be extrem ely compact 
aud highly condensed. 
When wanted 
for eating, it is crumbled in a pint of 
cold w ater and boiled live minutes, the 
result being a thick aud nutritious por­ 
ridge. 
The latter, when cold, may be 
•Heed for frying, like mush. Professors 
Chittenden of Yale and Atwater of 
W esleyan have analyzed tile substance 
aud commended it strongly. 
Much ii '“at being undesirable as food 
for tro* 
J so torrid a clim ate as th at 
of the . 
.ippines, the subsistence bu­ 
reau of the arm y is trying to introduce 
lighter articles of diet for consum p­ 
tion by Yankee soldiers in the eastern 
archipelago. 
I tried boneless cod fish by 
the ton is tieing shipped from Boston 
to Manila, and pickled whitefish and 
other fishes in brine are being for­ 
w arded likewise, not to mention large 
quantities of canned salmon. 
These 
are furnished to the l#oys in “khaki 
in place of beef or pork to a considera­ 
ble extent, the daily allowance for 
one m an being 14 ounces of codfish 
or IG ounces of canned salmon or 18 
ounces of pickled fish. 
I WO ounces of 
prunes or dried apples or evaporated 
peaches are supplied also as part of 
the regular ration for health’s sake. 
T h e w ar departm ent is most anxious 
to hurry up the building of the pro­ 
posed 
refrigerating 
and 
icemaklng 
p lan t at Manila, and everything will 
be (lone to hasten its construction. Too 
m uch em phasis cannot be laid on the 
im portance of this enterprise in its ref­ 
erence to the health and w elfare of tile 
Am erican troops, and great regret is 
felt th at it is not already completed 
and 
in operation. 
A 
contract 
was 
aw ard ed to a New York finn the oilier 
day 
for 
the 
icemaking 
machinery, 
w hich will lie gliipp*fd to the Philip­ 
pines as soon as it can be got ready. 
T he structure that is to house it has 
not been begun as yet. but it will stand 
on the south side of the Pasig river, 
betw eeeu the Kspana bridge ami the 
suspension bridge. 
The plant will be on an immense 
scale, as may be Judged from the fact 
that space will lie provided tor hang­ 
ing 1,200 tons of beef and ‘JOO tons of 
m utton. 
If desired, one-half of this 
vast quantity 
may lie kept chilled, 
w hile the other half will he beld frozen 
at 12 degrees F a h re n h e it 
The refrig­ 
eration will be aeeomplished in the o r­ 
din ary manner, by the expansion of 
am m onia gas m anufactured on 
the 
premises, ice will he tinned out at a 
w onderful rate-—nearly IOO,OOO pounds 
every 24 hours, or more than two 
pounds per diem for every officer aud 
m an in the army. Imagine w hat a com ­ 
fort it w ill be in that tropical climate! 
But the icem aking apparatus will oc­ 
cupy only a small part of Hie building, 
relatively speaking. 
The building itself will be severely 
plain, being designed rather foi utility 
than for architectural effect Through 
it, from end to end. will run a drive­ 
way, with platform s on either side for 
loading wagons. 
On the left of this 
driveway, as one enters, is ill he ti i***<iu 
128 by 32 feet, to hold 50 tons of butter 
aud IOO tons of bacon. The rest of the 
lower door on that side will be occu­ 
pied by four rooms equally large for 
beef. 
On the right hand side of the 
driveway will be office*, elevators, a 
great room for the sto.ago of ice, the 
m achine room aud an icemaking room 
IOO feet square, the floor of which last 
w ill be composed of a series of long

tanks, sheathed

water. Behind the plates w ill run coils 
o f pipes, through which expanding 
am m onia gas will flow, freezing the 
w a te r in the tanks into solid blocks. 
On the second floor of the building 
will be five huge rooms, four of them 
for beef and one for mutton, while the 
space over the drivew ay will be devot­ 
ed to tie* storage of canned goods, pota 
toes anil onions.

latest in th** way of refrigerating ap 
paratus, which will shortly proceed lo 
the eastern seas ami take tip this husi 
ness of m eat transportation for the 
government, plying between the island 
continent and Luzon. 
Some of the po 
tatoos and onions for the soldiers come 
from Australia also, though most of 
them are shipped front San Francisco 
Pork, ham and bacon are furnished to 
the arm y by Chica.,, pa* liers 
peas aud beans are I a warded iii.

Tin* trade of the Philippines in ISPH 
is discussed by a report of the British 
consul at Manila, just received by the 
treasury bureau of statistics, ll** opens 
bis report by saying: “N otw ithstanding 
th a t for the m om ent all commercial e n ­ 
terprise is paralyzed there Is abundant 
evidence that when peace and a settled 
form of government are well establish­ 
ed the future prosperity of the Filipi­ 
nos will far exceed the past. T he cli­ 
m ate of Manila, as far as I have yet 
experienced it, is sim ilar to all tropical 
climates, and Hie health of E uropeans 
depends principally upon themselves. 
T he town of Manila, which is of great 
e x te n t has tin* disadvantage of being 
only eight or ten fe d above the sea 
level, ami as th*' natives have hitherto 
been 
taught to regard all sanitary 
projects as useless lucre is heavy work 
in the task of draining, etc., and heav­ 
ier still in persuading the Filipino that 
such measures are necessary.’ 
Discussing the commerce of the Phil­ 
ippines, til*1 report shows something of 
a falling off in the year IMPS, due t*> 
th** disturbed conditions, bot show s the 
exports of sugar In ISPS to he 177.<‘»p.» 
tons. against 202.01*2 in 1897, of which 
four-fifths were from the island of 
Hollo, though in 1807 only about two 
thirds of the su g ar exports well* from 
Hollo.

EGRET FARM PROJECTED. 


Arfsona Man Will 
Bird* For 
Their Feather*. 
A. Bionkowskl of Yuma. A. T., has 
evolved a lo*w scheme whereby he may 
corral the elusive dollars. 
He proposes 
to start an egret farm and conduct the 
same on the principle of an ostrich 
: farm, says the Yuma Sentinel. 
The 
egret is a tropical bird of tile heron 
family and is found in great abun­ 
d a n c e at the mouth of the Colorado 
river. 
It lias a white crest, the feath­ 
ers of .which are valued at $32 an 
ounce. 
It lias been figured out that 
20 birds will yield an ounce of feath­ 
ers twice a year. or ten birds will yield 
an ounce of feathers every year, which 
would be $32 a year for ten birds. 
The birds have been and are being 
killed for their feathers, and as a con­ 
sequence they will soon be extinct. 
Bieukowski proposes to fence 150 acres 
of marshy land along the river bot­ 
tom near Yuma and domesticate the 
egret. 
He thinks this could be done 
by clipping their wings. 
He has sev­ 
eral birds in his possession now, and 
they seem to stand captivity well and 
are easily tamed. The scheme is feasi­ 
ble.
